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EDITORIAL. 

Does life exist on other planets?. To have asked this question half a century 
ago would hav3 called forth a torrent of scorn and harsh critior'sm, hut the 
advance of science and v/orld events, especially that of the present era of 
**saucers*' has caused man to stop and xnake a complete re-orientation of his 
conceptions, so that today even the most learned and highly esteemed of 
the savants . are nov/ ooenly telling us that v/e have to seriously consider that 
such is the case , and that somewhere in that great outer area of the handiwork 
of the Great Creator, there does exist other folk, other people like us, and 
more possibly with more advanced knowledge and v/isdom than our own . 

Saucer fans for over a decade now have been insisting on this , but it has 
not been till almost recently that they have been accepted in such views 
by a very critical academic world. 

This does not moan that all saucerites claims are wholly true or accepted by 
science, but that at least the conception of the possibilty of life in other 
parts of the universe is now considered as more than a possibilty. 

The greatest variance at present seems to be. in that generally those scient¬ 
ists who do have this wide opinion, cannot give credence to life on the pla¬ 
nets of our ovm system , but envisage life on others far more remote. 

Actually those si;yw\oeritGs v/ho do insist that life exists on the planets of 
our system especially those of Venus and M rs. etc. have only been able to 
base their opinions on such writers who have claimod contact# with such be¬ 
ings from these planets, er who 'have in some v/ay made cottact in a form of 
ccnimunication. telepathically or by some form of installment which they cl 
made it possible for them to rociove such information . 

T;:is however , regretablj:- does not assist very much in convincing those ■ 
have no faith ’ in such things ^ and insist on a more factual form of evi'- 
denoG , especially when they insist that our o^m present scientific instn ‘ 
ments show that no life does exist there. 

Vvliether those instiuinents are totally reliable is another question, for it 
is now knov/n thai; the spectroscopic observations upon which the evaluate 
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and estalDlish tlioir findings has shovm , when used in a survey of eairt^h 
from a satellitoj that earth had no oxygen 9 appears to he not altogether 
as completely reliable for such findings as it was claimed to he. 
aence if it does not register the earths true condit?-cnof atmosphere, how 
much more so could it establish conditions on another planet millions of 
miles furtheraway. and as man does not fully know what lies in between our 
atmosphere and those planets, it could well be that there are ceratin condi 4 
tions out there which could well jif necessary ^completely inverse the results 
registered on the spectroscope. Until man fully knows all the answers of 
what exists in space and that which lies between earth and the planet they 
examine, it vdll still remain anyones guess as to what possibilties of life 
exists on those still Uiiexplorcd regions by man . 

This leaves us ^;yith the fact that no one as yet can say I know life exists 
there 9 and be fully capable of verifying his claims wit/, undisputable evi¬ 
dence. It is still a matter of FAITH in who ever makes those claims, and 
his reliabilty. Sad to say some of those who may have really had the answers 
have by their own weakness proved most unreliable9 and make the case of prov¬ 
ing from the saucer fans point of view an even more difficult case. 

So much for man and his views. Ancient writings fr^om many sources help a

Because of such teachings however does not qualify one to say that 
such places do not exist, and we cannot dismiss that the unadulterated state 
ments of Jesus the Great Master . insisted that such was the case, and that 
there were ’ mansions* in the area of space, which He said He went to get 
ready for t iose who fere found wealthy of dwelling there.

Gloria Lee Byid, tae pretty red-haired mother from Pa,loE Verdas Estates viio 
founded an outer s^ ace ciP.t, died in Vi’ash. D. C. hospital Sunday night. 

The hospital said she died prcesurnabl^/ from effects of a 66 day fast she took 
byadvico of " space people " .

or rather to the superintendant of the hospital , also sending copies of

Pill hcr'huaVand, then 
immediately called George Wshington hospital in '..'ash • tolling them his 
wife was dying, and to get right there. We hear the T.V. stations . here also 
showed them taking Gloria on a stretcher, to the hospital. She made the 
transition from that place.

To tho Rev . Guy J Cyr and all my Readers. 

Firstlyl regret that my article has upset my esteemed friend so much . 

I can assure him and any others so minded it was never intended to be so. 
hov/ever he has taken me to task, and I will endevour to answer him where I can

An unidentified shiny object has been sigited and tracked high in the sky 
over Albany for more than tv/o hours. It is moving slovzly at great height. 
Albany Senior Mail officer A • Reitse. sighted the \‘diite object while track¬ 
ing a v/eather balloon about 12.15* P*ni. today • 

It appears to be of consdierable size, and moving about four degrees every 
30 minutes • It is only barely viejlle at times to the naked eye, but it 
could be seen clearly through the balloon tracking telescope at the Albany 
Post Office. 

Sliver of Moon . 

" I cannot tell what it is but it is definately moving. It is shaped like 
a tiny sliver of the moon" he said. 

Scores of Albany residents rushed from their homes to gaze into the clear 
sky v/hen the news was flashed over the local broadcast station. 

Albany immediately notified Perth Observatory . 

Perth Observatory could not track the object because of the distance and 
lack of information about height. An bbservatcj.y spokesman said they had 
no idea what the object might be .
